were Washington's words so closely 
applied to present-day conditions.

The secretaries also

distinctly interdenominational and in- 
ternational in character. 


The lines of activity in which the 


foreign secretaries are engaged are 
not unlike those of the secretaries 
at home except that their work is in 
most cases just in its beginning. They 
are working in city and student As- 
sociations, some are in national posi- 
tions, and are 
doing 
supervisory 


work. 
They are developing educa- 


tional and physical work, social ac- 
tivities, employment and travellers' 
aid work, Bible classes and 
other 


forms of religious work. 
In con- 


nection with their Associations are 
often to be found hostels and holiday 
homes. 
They help 
in promoting 


camps and conferences. 


There are two student hostels in 


Tokyo, and a central building for the 
work there is completed.

Foochow, China, are in the process 
of, erection.

buildings in most of the large cities 
of India, Burma and Ceylon. 


A conference was held last summer
